STANLEY WEBBER'S ADMENDMENT

The latest to come up on this amendment is 
with regard to 10 lots of land, in back of Cy- 
press Street, off Glen Road.

He 
called it "the Stanley Webber admendment.* 

STREETS

weeks there was a little heavier fluorine con- 
tent in North Wilmington than elsewhere.’ In the 
north part of town the fluorine content checked 
out at 1.2 parts per million, while over on 
Burlington Avenue, for instance the check show- 
ed 0.9 parts per millim. 

In the past few weeks there has been nothing 
over 1.1 parts per million, and nothing under 
0.9, in any part of town.

NEW MODEL RADIO-CONTROLLED
